As many more 
will be maimed as a result of exposure. 

Great alarm was felt for the steamer South- 
ern Crosa, with a crew of 170 men, which 
bas not been reported since it passed Cape 
Pine, bound in, Tuesday morning, but a wire- 
less message received here tonight reported 
the steamer safe at Channel, N. F. 

The men lest were far from their ships 
killing seale when the storm, with blinding 
snow, swooped down upon them. They were 
exposed for forty-eight hours before assiat- 


ance arrived and in that time many died.

REBELS ROUT 
FEDERAL FOE 


Carranza Announces 
Victory; Many Prison- 
ers Are Captured. 


VILLA IN HOT CHASE 


Fall of City Ends Series of 
Bloodiest Battles in 
Modern Mexico. 


JOHN LIND TORETURNTOU.S. 


Juarez, Mex., April 2.—Torreon fell com- 
pletely into the hands of the rebels at 10:20 
o'clock tonight, according to announcement 
made by Gen. Venustiano Carranza. 

The news was first announced to the world 
when the bugTer in front of Carranza’s resi- 
dence blew the staccato notes of victory. 

The pean, Carranza said, was sounded here 
even before it was heard in Torreon, Villa 
delaying out of compliment to his chief. 


Villa Gets M Prisoners, 
after the bloodiest series of battles known to 
modern Mexico, said that Ville captured a 
large number of prisoners and that the flee- 
ing remnant was being pursued. 

There was heavy fighting today, it is under- 
stood, and the end came when, after cap- 
turing the three remaining barracks held in 
the city by the federals, the rebels stormed 
the trenches and barbed wire entanglements 
of Canyon de Guarache, 

The prisoners captured are believed to 
have been the defenders of the barracks. 
while the troops in the canyon which forms 
ar. egrese from the hill girt city, were able to 
escape. 

Began Campaign Two Weeks Ago. 

The campaign against the Federal strong- 
hold of Torreon, the main object of the rebel 
campaign, began two weeks ago after Gen. 
Villa had spent months in making the most 
careful preparations. 

The rebel loss in the campaign is said to 
be well over 2,000 in killed and wounded. 
Trains loaded with the latter have been ar- 
riving daily at Chihuahua for the last week. 

The rebel commander moved with a rapid- 
icy hitherto unknown in Mexican warfare. 
He worked his men in shifts, and as one shift 
became exhausted he sent fresh hosts 
against the enemy. 

Battles Way Into Torreon. 

A number of small towns of lesser import- 
ance in a military sense fell first—Mapimi, 
Noe, and Sacramento, where a bloody battle 
was fought. This opened a path for the 
main attack. 

Next came Lerdo and Gomes Palacio, popu- 
lous suburbs of Torreon, and all three con- 
nected by a beit street car line. 

Lerdo was not defended, but it took three 

main assaults, in which the rebels lost heav- 
ily, to take Gomez Palacio. 
In the final attack upon the city troops 
were withdrawn from Lerdo, whereupon the 
Federdis occupied it, and another sanguinary 
conflict was necessitated to retake it. 


Bugle Tells of Victory. 

The question mark after the situation 
never loomed larger than tonight. Early 
in the evening Carranza announced that the 
status at Torreon remained unchanged. 
Then came the bugle call of victory. Mex- 
icans recognized it in a flash and the streets 
became thronged instantly. Out of the dives, 
saloons, and gambling dens the inmates 
rushed until all the places were empty and 
the crowds stormed up the street to Car- 
ranza’s residence. 

Again and again the bugier sounded the 
call, and a great wave of cheering arose. 
The resorts which have gained for Juarez 
in the minds of some stugents the name of 
the wickedest city in the world were empty. 


Cheers for Rebel Cause. 
The electric lights strung about the Car- 
ranta residence last Sunday to welcome him 
were turned on, lighting up the draped and 
festtooned red, white, and green of the 
Mexican national colors. 
“Viva Carranza! “ Viva Villa!” “ Viva 
Madero!” viva Mexico!” came the shrill, 12 
hysterical cries of the crowd. 
Inside Gen. Carranza and his confidential 
advisers were drinking champagne to Fran- 


cisco Vilia, the hero of the campaign.

A fragile plate was on the waxed floor and 
the men came up one by one and threw quar- 
ters, halves, and silver dollars at the piece of 
crockery. If you broke the plate you could 
dance with the bride. In any event the 
money went to the newly weds. 


Bride Watches Money Shower.” 


Mrs. Lena Durkovic, the bride, watched 
the money clink against the plate and she 
didn’t care whether the plate was broken or 
not. There were other plates in thé base- 
ment. Her brother, Joseph Jancovic, sa- 
loonkeeper at 2600 Luther street, took in the 
proceedings with a quiet smile. 

After the stewed duck and chicken, the 
cakes, the wines, and the beer had vanished 
and the porter was putting out the lights 
Joseph took his little sister to one side and 
asked How much?’ 

There was $98 altogether. Joseph took it 
and slipped it into his pocket, saying that it 
would partly repay him for the money he 
had expended on her. She protested, but 
the protest did no good. So Uttle sister saws 
judge and swore out @ warrant for big 
brother. 


Joseph Tells His Side. 

The case was heard yesterday by Judge 
Sheridan E. Fry. Joseph produced an item- 
ized list of what he had spent on his sister 
from the time he sent her money to come to 
America until the day of the wedding, when 
he loaned her husband, John Durkovic of 
2622 Luther street, $875 for the ceremony and 
‘“incidentals.”” The ceremony was held 
last Saturday. 

Lena said she had been sent for to come 
and work in her brother's saloon at $6 a week. 
He had paid her passage, but had given her 
nothing since then except three rags and 
her bread and beans.” In consideration for 
this she had tended bar, taken in washing, 
kept the place clean, and when she wasn't 
busy, had cooked the meals. 

The judge lectured Jancovic for allowing 
the wedding to cost so much money, but the 
defendant's lawyer said it was cheap—as 
weddings go. There were only two horses 
on the carriage. There might have been four 
or six. And Jancovic had paid only for the 
esaentials—Durkovic having no money.

SIEGEL AND VOGEL MAY PAY

New Pian of Defense Follows Appear- 
ance of Levy Mayer of Chicago in 
New York Negotiations. 


New York, April 2.—[Special.J—Henry 
Siegel and Frank E. Vogel, indicted follow- 
ing the failure of the Siegel enterprises, may 
yet pay the claims of the Siegel bank deposi- 
tors. This opinion was expressed tonight 
when it became known that Attorney Levy 
Mayer of Chfeago, representing the Nelson 
Morris family, to which Vogel is closely con- 
nected, had taken a hand in the negotiations 
with District Attorney Whitman. 

Levy Mayer’s coming is believed to have 
changed the front on the part of the defense. 
Instead of trying to hold up the indictments 
and prosecution of Siegel and Vogel by an 
offer of $450,000 to the Siegel bank depositors, 
which Mr, Whitman has refused to consider, 


the defense probably will try to settle the de- 


positors’ claims and then look tor leniency. 

Mr. Whitman said if Siegel and Vogel made 
an effort to pay their obligations he would 
recommend them to the mercy of the court, 
but could not enter into any agreement with 
them. 

The total fund now available for the depos- 
itors aside from the $325,000 settlemen@with 
the mercantile creditors and the $100, filed 
with the state controller, is said to be $500,000. 

The order transferring the assets of the 
Simpson-Crawford company and the Mer- 
chants’ Express company to the Siegel Stores 
corporation and the new reorganization com- 
pany was ready for signing by Judge Hough 
tonight. The new company, to be known as 
the Simpson-Crawford corporation, was in- 
corporated today with a capital of $3,350,000.

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SAYS MEMORY IS POOR.

Peoria, III., April 2.—[{Special.]—Twice on 
the witness stand today Newton C. Dough- 
erty, former bank president and school board 
head, who is defending himself against a 
forgery indictment covering crimes alleged 
to have been committed in 1888, admitted 
that he had committed the forgeries charged. 

One admission was made on direct exami- 
nation when he said he had accomplished the 
forgeries with the knowledge and approval 
of other members of the school board at the 
time who later sought his prosecution. 

The second admission came this afternoon 
on Dougherty’s cross examination by the 
state. He unwillingly made the admission 
and it was brought out only after the de- 
fendant had been whipped and beaten down 
clear through the bulwarks of a supreme 
self-confidence by State’s Attorney C. E. Mo- 
Nemar. 


Forced to Admit Forgeries. 

Dougherty struggied hard to meet the sharp 
questions of his interrogator in a cool, suave 
manner, but the latter got the better of him, 
and when he left the stand the ex-convict 
was visibly nervous. 

Dougherty was forced by the prosecutor to 
admit he had written, signed, and indorsed 
each of a group of thirty-seven cheeks. The 
admission was in line with the defense that 
Dougherty had made the checks with the 
consent of the board, but when the prosecutor 
took from the lot three checks, previously 
identified as forgeries and repudiated earlier 
in the day by Dougherty as not in his hand- 
writing, he identified them as checks forged 
with the consent of the board. This was 
@ stunning blow for the defense. Dough- 
erty stuttered a moment, then said he had 
made a mistake, owing to the fact that he 
could not remember details of twenty-six 
years ago. 


Gives Evasive Answer. 

At this point he was asked if the alleged 
forgeries were not forgeries committed bv 
him. He answered evasively, ‘‘ I cannot con- 
ceive of anything of the kind being true, but 
admitted he signed the name of Mary C. 
Shield, a former teacher, to a piece of school 
scrip. 

He explained he did it with the full knowl- 
edge of former Mayor John Warner and 
Alexander Hurst, members of the auditing 
committee of the school board, and further

sawed off shotgun emerge from an alley just 
back of Ingo, and point their weapons at 
their quarry.

Ingo turned just in time to catoh the charge 
from the shotgun in the face. He fell with 
ascream. The two men, “ one tall, the other 
short,” the boy says, fled down an alley, 
where the shotgun, one charge exploded, was 
found by the police. Ingo died at the Passa- 
vant hospital. 


Police Arrest Brother-in-Law. 

The police went to the Locaccio house to 
notify the family. Mrs. Ingo collapsed. Can- 
ella and his brother-in-law, Peter Locaccio, 
appeared nervous, but the policed did not 
guess they were involved until the boy wit- 
ness story was told. Then they ran back and 
arrested Canella as the “ tall mam with the 
revolver.” Locaccio had fied and the police 
are still looking for him.

Al- 
though the house bill to repeal tol) emp- 
tion for Americans ships is resting in the 
committee on interoceamic canals, there 
were many informal conferences during the 
day relating to the |seus. 

“No compromise’ was the slogan of the 
administration leaders in their conferences. 
So many bille and resolutions have been in- 
troduced tending to cloud the plain issue of 
repeal that it has been determined to make 
it plain from the outset that no temporising 
is to be countenanced. 

President Wilson told inquirera that he 
expected no factional delay or filibustering 
and that he believes there will be a prompt 
report from the committee on interoceanic 
canals. 


Wuson Denies Senate Ultimatum. 

Incidentally the president took occasion 
to deny published reports that he had sent 
an ultimatum to the senate through Sen- 
ator Owen or any one else with a view to 
forcing early action. 

President Wiisoh said he expects a full 
discussion of the question in the senate and 
is confident the repeal bill will pass.

CLARK IN TART QUERIES. 


Commerce Board Member Digs 
Deep to Get at Finencial 
Facts; He Opposes Increase? 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington. D. C., April 2 Special. }— 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner Clark 
today at the rate increase hearing intimated 
to Samuel Rea, president of the Pennsylvania 


railroad, that there is not a crisis in the rail- | 


read business of this country. Mr. Clark’s 
examination of President Rea, taken in con- 
junction with the utterances of Chairman 
Harlan and Commissioners Clements and 
Mechord yesterday, strengthens the growing 
impression that the rate raise will be refused. 

In the course of a prepared statement Mr. 
Rea said the rail operating revenues of his 
road had declined $2,900,000 during the last 
eight months and the expenses hed increased 
$6,000,000. Commissioner Clark asked: 

“Why have expenses of operations u- 
ereased when operating revenues have fallen 
off? You explain the falling off of revenue 
ig Que to falling off in tonnage. I don't un- 
derstand the increased expenses. 

“The increased expenses are due to items 
over which we have no control,” Mr. Rea re- 


plied. 


Blames Empty Car Movements. 

„My purpose,” Mr. Clark returned. is to 
find out why it costs $6,000,000 more to con- 
duct operating expenses for a tonnage yield- 
ing $2,000,000 less revenue. As near as I can 
make out, your increases are due to engine 
and car mileage and other items, all of which 
deem to indicate more business.” 

Mr. Rea was unable to explain the situa- 
tion and turned to J. 8. Rodgers, general 
superintendent of the lines east of Pitte- 
burgh, who said the increase in engine and 
car mileage was due to an increased empty 
car movement. 

President Rea differed with Commissioner 
Clark, Louis D. Brandeis, and Clifford Thorne 
on the proposition of income on investments 
and capitalization. He testified the net in- 
come of the Pennsylvania last year was 9% 
per cent. 

Mr. Clark asked him if he didn't think that 
sufficient. He said no; that in 1903 it was 14 
per cent. Mr. Thorne immediately dragged 
the Pennsylvania's maintenance accounts 
into the record and said that if they had not 
been increased 29 per cent last year the net 
income would have been 14.1 per cent. 


View from Roads’ Standpoint. 

Mr. Rea's conclusions, which he indicated 
applied concretely to the Pennsylvania and 
generally to all other roads, were these: 

“First—That the margin of surplus is 
steadily diminishing and the company is not 
receiving any return either on the additional 
eapital invested or for the value of the service 
rendered and the facilities provided for pub- 
lic use. 

“ Second—That had there been no surplus 
in earlier years, and had the whole of the 
improvements been paid for out of the capital 
the margin would now have reached the van- 
ishing point. | 

“ Third—That if the surplus steadily de- 
ereases, improvements, if made at all, will 
more and more need to be made out of new 
capital. 

“ Fourth—That if the margin of safety de- 
creases, new capital will only be raised with 
greater difficulty and on more onerous 
terms.” 


Cites Compound Rate 8 

Commissioner Clark intimated that in de- 
manding that the commission fix rates so that 
there would be ever increasing returns on the 
money made from rates and reinvested by the 
roads, the railroads really were insisting 
upon a compound rate system for the coun- 
try, a certainty of ever increasing “at rates. 

A decision is expected early next week as to 
whether the commission will hear the argu- 
ments on the fundamental question of the 
necessity for the raise now and continue the 
investigation into special services later.

FORMER PREMIER BALFOUR 
READY FOR HOME RULE TRUCE. 


Will Lend Hand at Solving Difficulties 
—Unionists Agree to Give Asquith 
Walkover in Election. 


LONDON, April 2.—Arthur J. Balfour, for- 
mer Conservative premier, in continuing the 
debate on the home rule bill in the house of 
commons today, said he was ready to lend a 
hand if a moderate form of revolution 
would solve the problem of the government 
in Ireland 

In admitting this much in reply to Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s suggestion of dealing with the 
question of the government of Ireland by the 
introduction of a federal syetem, Mr. Balfour 
said he had never been a believer in cutting 
up the United Kingdom. 

“Any scheme of the kind, in order to be 
acceptable to the Unionists,’’' he said, *‘ must 
provide that Ulster and the rest of Ireland 
shall be saparate units.” | 

The Unionists’ executive committee of the 
east division of Fife county decided to allow 
Premier Asquith a walkover in the bye-elec- 
tion to be held as the result of his assump- 
tion of the war portfolio. 

The report that Mr. Asquith would be op- 
posed by James Larkin, head of tht Trans- 
port Workers’ union, also has fallen flat, so 
that the premier will be nominated alone and 
elected April 8.

STORY OF STRUGGLE TOLD 


Widow Complains $90 Was 
Taken from Her Husband 
at Saloon. 


A coroner's jury yesterday exonerated Ed- 
ward O'Donnell and declared the killing of 
Peter De Rock, beachcomber and keeper of 
the Lawrence avenue crib, justified. The jury 


heard a lot of evidence hostile to De Rock. 
‘ 


Witnesses said De Rock started the fight 
with O'Donnell, who is a brother of a patrol- 
man, Patrick, and a labor leader, Simon 
O'Donnell. They sald De Rock wes drunk. 
They said he had a set of brass knuckles. 
They said he had been in the penitentiary. 


Widow Worries Over $90. 

None öt the man and women and chil- 
Aren whom De Rock had saved from drown- 
ing off the north shore beaches was pres- 
ent. His widow complained bitterly because 
less than $10 was found in his pockets. She 
gaid he had gone to Carmen garden, where 
he was killed last Saturday, with about $100, 
and she knew he had not spent it all. 

The inquest, under charge of Deputy Coro- 
ner Kennedy, was held in the Sheffield ave- 
nue police station, which was thronged with 
talkative friends of O’Donnell and silent ac- 
quaintances ef De Rock. Mabel Caliahan of 
4648 Winthrop avenue, former common law 
wife of the beachcomber, arrested Wednes- 
day night to act as witness, was there. A few 
seats away sat the women who had been 
living with De Rock as his wife recently. 
The latter smiled happily when the prede- 
cessor told of being beaten twice a week for 
five years by the fisherman. 


Former “Wife” Says He Beat Her. 

We used to live on the lake shore,“ the 
Callahan woman said, “I lived with him 
for five years and twice a week he'd come 
home and beat me. Once he licked two men 
when he was drunk, and another time he hit 
a man in the face until he broke his jaw, 
then threw him into the lake and fired at 
him with a rise.“ 

Witnesses said De Rock and his friends 
entered the garden and became quarrelsome, 
De Rock promising to lick any one who 
wished to give him the opportunity. A little 
German with a socialistic bent started to 
make a speech and the indignant De Rock 
cuffed him into silence. The bartenders re- 
fused to serve the fisherman's party any 
more drinks and they left, returning in 
twenty minutes after more trouble. 


Story of Struggle Told. 

This time, it appears, a companion started 
a fight with O’Donnell and De Rock jumped 
in and threw his arms around O'Donnell. 
“feeling for O’Donnell’s hip pocket.“ the 
witnesses sald. The opponent found it first, 
broke away, and then fired three shots. The 
last wounded De Rock fatally and the fight 
ended. 

O'Donnell fied and was surrendered more 
than a day later by his brother. He was 
not called as a witness and has not yet said 
publicly where he ran. Beaming after the 
coroner’s verdict, he became gloomy egain 
when he was told he must remain in jail 
until the state’s attorney moves to dismiss 
the charge against him.

A REFORM IN NEED OF REFORM. 
Representative Mann declares that he 
will not consent to the amendment of the 
white slave act until after this instrument 
of blackmail has been construed by the Su- 


late im arriving ot thelr preme court, His theory is that by tamper- 


ing with the act it will in some mysterious 
way be weakened as a weapon against com- 
merelalised vice. 

The argument will not seem to the lay- 
man very creditable to a lawyer and legis- 
lator. In view of monthsof experience both 
of the beneficial use and the vicious abuse 
of this statute, why cannot Representative 
Mann and his confréres trust themselves to 
make safe amendments? 

Represertative Mann talks of the good 
done under this law toward breaking up 
commercialized vice. We do not believe 
he does not know how to amend the law, 
in the light of the experience of its abuse, 
so as to restrict its use to bona fide cases 
of commercialized vice. The trouble does 
not lie there. It is because mistaken re- 
formers wish to make this statute an in- 
strument to punish voluntary, non-com- 
mercial sexual offenses that they object 
to amendment restricting its application 
strictly to the purpose Representative 
Mann pretends it is concerned with— 
namely: ca of traffic in women, called 
“ white slavery.” 

It is the confident opinion of Tus Tris- 
UNE that the Supreme court at least will 
restrict the operation of the Mann act to 
this field and will refuse to dump upon the 
central authority responsibility for cor- 
recting the private morals of the indi- 
vidual throughout the country. That was 
not the end nor one of the ends for which 
the central government was created, and 
none knows it better than Representative 
Mann. 

The Mann act is bad public policy and, 
we believe, bad law. It is an excuse to 
local communities to shirk what they are 
responsible for in our system of govern- 
ment and what they are best fitted to cor- 
rect. It is one of the most conspicuous 
instances of the zeal of some reformers 
who, in their passionate confidence in the 
efficacy of legislating righteousness, see 
only one phase of @ subject and strike at 
it without considering what the real cou- 
sequences will be, 

Herbert Spencer's figure of an inexpert 
man-hammering one dent out of a sheet of 
metal only to find that it has appeare 
elsewhere fits the Mann white slave act 
perfectly. While it has been used to pun- 
ish real panders, it could have aceom- 
plished the same thing if its terms had 
been sensibly restricted to such cages. 
But in order to make it cover even cases 
of voluntary sexta! irregularity and im- 
morality, wherever they included transit of 
the offenders across state lines it was giyen 
language broad enough to make the statute 
a chief weapon of blackmail. 

The reformers who procured and still 


is to be condoned because the law has 
done affirmative good. They” underesti- 
mate or overlook the evil effects of black- 
mail, of confusing the salutary division of 
responsibility between general and local 
government, of legislating against one 
thing under preténse of attacking another. 

Finally zealots underestimate or ignore 
the public reaction which always follows 
excessive or ill considered reform legisla- 
tion. This is more injurious to their cause 
than can be compensated for by the laws 
they have forced or juggled into the stat- 
ute hooks. Wise reformers move with 
moderation and foresight, and more than 
any open foe they fear the hysteric and 
fanatic ally.

SEAPLANE LIFEBOATS—The British 
admiralty has decided that all seaplanes used 
by naval airmen shall carry a miniature life- 
boat suspended underneath the body of the 
machine. The boats are to be built of cedar, 
equipped with two oars, a mast, and sail, 
and weigh only 30 pounds. 


BUST BY RODIN—Auguste Rodin, the 
sculptor, has just finished a bust of Lady 
Sackville, which the Paris art critics say 
is a beautiful piece of work. To get the 
famous Frenchman to execute her commis- 
sion Lady Sackville went to Paris and took 
apartments at the Hotel Imperial, where 
Rodin lives. The work was done at Rodin's 
studio in the Villa Angelique.

MANY TESTS NECBHBSSARY. 

D. G. A. writes: Is there a well known 
and sure test by which locomotor ataxia may 
be detected in the early stages? If so, where 
may such a test be reliably made’ Is there 
a cure for locomotor ataxia, or may it be so 
nearly arrested in the early stages as to cause 
no permanent or serious damage?“

Ne, there is no single test by which locomotor 
ataxia can be detected In the early stages. An alert 
physician, by trying many tests and putting the 
regults together, is able to diagnose the disease in 
an early stage. 

The damage done by locomotor ataxia is al- 
ways permianent, and I should say serious, though 
the disease has not much tendency to terminate 
life. In spite of thie, intelligent care of tabetic 
persons results in exceedingly slow progress dt the 
disease. In the ensuing years, during which 
newly trained nerves do the work of diseased 
nerves, the affected person geta much from life.

The Prince of Wales, during his visit ten 
days ago to Copenhagen, was invested there 
by King Christian with the order of the Ele- 
phant.

In his fine and fearless appeal to the best 
self of the American people upon the ques- 
tion of the canal dues, President Wilson 
showed himself to be, not merely a just 
man, but a great statesman.

For an American president, 
who is by hig position not only the chief 
citizen of a commonwealth, but the head of 
a political party, to urge a voluntary with- 
drawal from a position everywhere ques- 
tioned and misunderateod,” on grounds of 
justice and of generosity, is in itself an act 
of cohspicueus. courage. Chargea of breach 
of faith, iesuing from Europe, and especially 
from England, have always stiffened the 
temper of America and stirred into activity 
the anti-British feeling always latent in the 
breast of many patriotic Americans A 
publie canfession of error from such a people 
‘is a difficult demand, and to make it in the 
free and generous spirit of thie appeal will 
doubtless appear to some Americans a need- 
less, to others even a perilous, humiliation. 
Our own calm assurance that the earlier 
position was absolutely wrong and entirely 
indefensible makes it hard for us te under- 
stand this feeling in Americe. 


IT ia true that there is little genera! know!- 
edge of the matter on which the president 
has taken a stand, but, as compensation. 
Public opinion, though uninformed, is with 
Mr. Wilson. The opposition, where it ia not 
merely ineffective, is contemptible.

Bloomington, III., March 81.—[ Editor of 
The Tribune. I Tour editorials on the condi- 
tion ef our army seems to me most timely. 
Three years’ experience in the Spanish- 
American war corroborates the truth of 
what you say. ‘‘Inadequacy’’ might be 
written over the doors of our war depart- 
ment. “Inefficiency” might be substituted 
for our expensive state militia. 

A constabulary, practically on the same 
basis as the regulars, would, at a minimum

BRADY FEARS FOR THEATER 


Must Get New Ideas and New 
Blood or Perish,’”’ He Asserts. 


ASKS SUPPORT FROM PRESS. 


Urges Crusade on Sensationalism in a 
Speech at New York. 


New York, April 2.—[Special.]—William A. 
Brady, play producer, spoke at a luncheon at 
the Press club today on theaters and the 
newspepera He argued that since theaters 
are more largely attended than baseball 
games, plays ought, in winter et least, to get 
as much prominente as baseball. Bensation- 
alism, sex plays, and muckraking were de- 
nounced by the speaker. 

“The stage ia being misused today.“ Mr. 
Brady said. I don't believe it ought to be 
possible to publish a picture of a man polnt- 
ing at a woman and calling her a foul name. 
I don’t believe a play ought te be permitted 
in which there is such a line aa Did the boss 
ever make love to you?’ 

“The newspapers ought to join with the 
decent element in the theatrical business to 
stamp out this sort of thing. I havea bey of 
18 at home, and as he is my son and pretty 
well known he can enter almost any play- 
house here, but I want to tell you there ere 
ten or twelve shows and ten or twelve places 
on the blacklist up at my house. He doesn’t 
go to them. 


Recalls Closing of His House. 

“JT am no angel myself. Fourteen years 
ago the mayor of New York closed up the 
Union Square theater for me, but I was young 
and foolish. I had no boy of 13 then. 

“We of the theater have concluded that 
the quickest way to reach the public is 
through the press, he continued. You may 
have noticed the big growth of theater adver- 
tising in newspapers this season. So great is 
the permanent theater attendance that we 
‘get away with plays that are comparative 
failures. You can't do that in baseball. 


Asks Help of Critics, 

„1 think the critica should witness a per- 
formance before the public opening of a play. 
Then I think they should tell us what to do 
with the play. It would help to prevent fail- 


ures. 
“ The professional playwrights of the world 
have not turned out this year a single really 
great play. They have evolved some suc- 
cesses, to be sure, but nothing great.

City Wide Baby Week. 


HE Infant Welfare society announced yes- 
terday that “Baby week” will start on 
April 19, when its advent will be heralded 
in the churches and a plea made for more 
interest in the wel of the youngsters 

whose parents are not able to give them the 
needed care. : , 

J. R. Woltz is chai of the executive com- 
mittee, under which 1 work other committees 
in charge of advertising ! 
papers, posters, theater programs, motion pic~ 
tures, and by every other agency which is of- 
fered. Out of this general interest the society 
thinks it will be able to vitalize a permanent 
campaign for helping the children. 

The society maintains stations with trained 
nurses in charge, where mothers may take their 
children, or go for advice, or from which the 
nurses are sent out to help the mothers at home. 
It is a perennial campaign to see that the chil- 
dren get their proper care

“During 1913 the Infant Welfare society se- 
cured through donations between $25,000 and 
$30,000, which was used in maintaining thirteen 
stations,” says a recent report. “The doctors 
give their time and each nurse receives a salary 
of $900 a year. In many cases they eecure free 
rent through opening their stations in conneo- 
tion with day nurseries; settlements, and small 
parks. During the year they held 1,212 confer- 
ences, cared for a tota] number of 3,678 babies, 
and the thirteen nurses made 41,647 calls. 

“Infant mortality in the city’ of Chicago is 
much greater than that of any other city in 
either this country or abroad. Europe is much 
ahead of us in welfare work. In Chicago last 
year there were approximately 6,949 deaths un- 
der 1 year of age, and it is the opinion of the 
health department that possibly 60 per cent of 
these were caused by preventable diseases which 
could have been saved by the work of the Infant 
Welfare society. Statistics show that the in- 
fant mortality in Chicago is 19.6 per cent and in 
the districts where the Infant Welfare society is 
carrying on its work the infant mortality has 
been reduced to 3.8 per cent, which clearly dem- 
onstrates the good the society Is doing. 

“Chicago needs fifty of these infant welfare 
stations.”

Problem of America. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—[Special.] 
— President Wilson this afternoon ex- 
pressed his regret that the house com- 
mittee had seen fit to cut out all ap- 
propriations for the children’s bureau 
except those for the most bare offic » necessities. 

The president will look into the situation im- 
mediately and if he finds there is small chance 
of the bureau being provided for amply he prob- 
ably will direct a special message to congress 
urging sufficient funds to carry on the work. 

President Wilson was surprised to learn of 
the apparent legal restrictions placed around 
the bureau when it was authorized in the Sixty- 
second congress. He was of the opinion the 
house committee had cut out the appropriation 
simply as a matter of retrenchment. When he 
learned that everything above the $25,640 pro- 
vided in the original act creating the bureau is 
subject to a point of order he immediately said 
something should be done. 

In seeking ample funds for the children's 
bureau President Wilson undoubtedly will have 
the best wishes of his own home circle. Mrs. 
Wilson and her three daughters are greatly in- 
terested in the progress of child welfare work. 
Mrs. Sayre, formerly Miss Jessie Woodrow Wil- 
son, was actively engaged in it before her mar- 


|| rlage last November. 


It has been brought to the attention of the 
president, through his family and others, that 
at least one-half of the babies who now die un- 
der one year of age could be saved with proper 
attention. There is not a city in the world 
which has given any thought or consideration 
to the child welfare movement which hasn't 
cut down the infant mortality rate to a great 
extent. 

In New Zealand the infant mortality is now 
only about one-half that of the most favored 
poftions of thé Unitéd States. When the pfesi- 
dent heard this he is said to have remarked

“Observe the clumsy, awkward posture of 
nearly all members of our high school football 
teams. Although the football season lasts ts only! 
ten weeks, and the daily practice is only two} 
hours, yet this strenuous physical work in deep 
bending trunk position develops in the yo 
body round shoulders, a drooping head posture, 
and a sunken thorax. 

“This evil can be overcome by the 
prohibition of such unsound athletics — 
common and high schools. 

“The general opinion of progressive 
gogues and physicians is rapidly developing 
into a conviction that undue pressure is ap- 
plied and applied prematurely in forcing the 
mental develoment of school children, It is 
cruel to demand that children from 6 to 10 
years should remain in a completely passive 
position five hours daily in a musty, generally 
overheated schoolroom when every fiber impels 
them to run into the free and beautiful out of 
doors. 

“We overburden our pupils mentally at too 
early an age, and this is one of the reasons 
why such lamentable results are obtained dur. 
ing the first four school years.”

Dr. F. H. Bwerhardt of Washington univer. 
sity, St. Louis, said that gymnastics pro 
selected and carefully applied favorably infiy- 
ences muscular and nerve structure. 

“Such gymnastics,” he said, “are in selected 
cases a valuable therapeutic agent in the treat- 
ment of physical deformities.” 

Impaired or lost functions may be restored 
by gymnastics, he said, because muscles always 
work in groups, and these receive enervation 
through different nerve circles which codrdinate 
in the spinal cord. 

“Thus,” he said, a given case of paralysis 
need not be permanent, because impairment 
may be remedied by the enervation of the 
paralyzed muscle by way of new or hitherte 
little used nerve circuits,” 

Dr. Bwerhardt urged that every crippled chila 
in the United States be educated along lines 
that first will work toward a correction of phy- 
sical deformity.

Asserts He Told Fox Wife Might Have 
Split His Head. 


Attorney Emil N. Zola complained to 
Chief Justice Olson yesterday of remarks 
which Judge Gemmill addressed to a de- 
fendant in the Court of Domestic Relations. 
The lawyer charged that the judge had 
counseled. murder from the bench. 

According to Zola, Judge Gemmill made 
the following statement in the trial of John 
J. Fox, charged with abandoning his wife: 

„If she had taken a hatchet and split 
your head, or shot you full of holes, she'd 
have been justified in doing it, and no jury 
in the world would have found her guilty.” 


Fears Advice Might Be Followed. 

„At this time, when the Criminal court is 

filled with murderers,” said the lawyer, it 
is not a Mght thing for e judge to counsel 
murder from the bench. It wouldn't surprise 
me if Henry Meyers, the father-in-law, fol- 
lowed the suggestion of the court if he has 
more trouble with Fox.“ 

The judge's version of what he said differs 
from Attorney Zolle’s text. Here is what the 
jurist says he said: 

“Tf she had split your head open shé would 
have been justified in doing it and no jury 
in the world would find her guilty.” 

But the court explained that the testimony 
of Fox had provoked the remark. 


Judge Explains Provocation. 

“He sald his mother-in-law had knocked 
him down with a broon declared the judge, 
“and then I made the remark. The testi 
mony showed he had written the vilest kind 
of letters to his wife while che wae danger- 
ously fli in a hospital.“ 

Fox was ordered to pay $10 a week to his 
wife and wae sent to jall in default of a 
$1,000 bond.

HEAVY FOREIGN. BUYING. 


Baltimore and Ohio Falls as Re- 
sult of Decree on Union 
Pacific Shares. 


New York, April 2.—There were indications 
of returning strength in the stock market 
for a time today. A moderate volume of 
buying was sufficient to lift prices generally 
after a brief period of hesitation in the early 
dealings SES 

Trading became more active on the ad- 
vance, during which a few representative 
shares were bid up as much as a point, with 
larger gains among the specialties. Before 
noon, however, a reaction set in, which 
ultimately leveled down the list, but net 
changes in most cases were tneignificant. 


Union Pacific Common Rises. 
The decision of the courts thet holders 
of Union Pacific preferred were not entitled 
to participation in the special dividend die- 
bursement of Baltimore & Ohio stock caused 
only a temporary spurt in Union- Pacific 
common. 


This movement, as a market factor, was more 
than offset by the weakness of Baltimore & Ohio, 
which for a time sold down 2 points. The stock 
was offered freely by traders on the ground that 
the decree opened the way for the Baltimore and 
Ohio stock distribution, which would largely in- 
crease the supply of that stock. 

Canadian Pacific was strong on foreign buying. 
The whole list, in fact, felt the effect of purchases 
for European account, which have been on à larger 
scale during the last day or two. It was estimated 
that 10,000 shares were today by Euro- 
pean representatives. 

Missouri Pacific continued the week’s rise, which 
brought it to a figure four points above Saturday's 
close. Later it lost more than the day's gain of a 
peint.

The disruption of these plans, which are 
known to have reached a definite stage, seems 
to have been caused by the refusal of the 
Goulds to sell sufficient shares of Missouri 
Pacific, Denver and Rio Grande, and West- 
ern Pacific to give the oil magnates a domi- 
nant interest in those lines.

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SEAL REPORT HITS: 
NAGEL AND JORDAN 
Former Cabinet Officer De- 


clared to Have Permitted 
Depletion of Herd. 


LOSS OVER $80,000,000. 


California Educator Said to Have 
Concealed Facts from the 
Government. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 2.—[Special.J— 
Charges that Charles Nagel, former secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, knowingly per- 
mitted violations of the federal fur seal act, 
resulting in the killing of thousands of seals 
illegally, will be presented to the house to- 
morrow oy Congressman Rothermel of Penn- 
Sylvania in a report from the committee on 


expenditures in the department of commerce. 


Further charges in the report are that the 
government has lost over $80,000,000 in the 
last forty years by leasing rights to the 
Alaska seal islands; that during the period 
from 1890 to 1910 the government paid out 
close to $2,000,000, aiding the North Ameri- 
can Commercial company to kill fur seals; 
that the late Senator Stephen B. Elkins was 
interested in this company; that conditions 
in the seal islands were deliberately misrep- 
resented by David Starr Jordan, after an in- 
vestigation by him, and that the seal herds 
have been reduced from close to 5,000,000 in 
1870 to 133,000 in 1910, as a result of illegal 
killing by subsidized companies. 


Wants Prosecution Begun. 

The committee recommends thet the at- 
torney general proceed immediately to col- 
lect the $500,000 bond of the North American 
Commercial company, which held the lease 
from 1890 to 1910. The late Senator Elkins 
was interested in this company and was one 
of the sureties on the bond. 

The attorney general is also advised to 
start proceedings to recover damages from 
Isaac Liebes, president of the company, his 
associates and assignees, for illegal killing 
of seals, the amount involved is to be left 
to the attorney general's discretion after a 
thorough investigation. 


„The record of forty years of leasing,” | 


says the report, discloses the fact that the 
government has suffered a property loss of 
not less than $80,000,000 caused by the al- 
most complete commercial ruin of the seal 
herd. 

The profits to the private contractors on 
the first twenty years of leasing amounted 
to -$18,750,000 and to the government but 
$5,000,000. On the second twenty years the 
profits to the private concern were over 
$5,000,000 and the government suffered a loss 
of a million and a quarter. 


Ugly Charges Against Nagel. 

With regard to the illegal killing on the 
Pribilof islands, the committee finds: 

„ Before the said Charles Nagel had full 
authority under law to take seale on the 
islands and during the last year of the lease, 
he was repeatedly notified of the unlawful 
killing and depredations by the sealing com- 
pany. This warning was disregarded; the 
same leasing companies were on the islands 
in 1900, and took, in violation of law and 
regulation, 7,230 small pups and extra small 
pups, which were exclusively the property 
of the government.” 

The committee further charges that Nagel 
ordered a report on the seal islands and 
when it was made substituted another deny- 
ing its findings absolutely. Government 
agents in the islands are accused of having 
aided the private concerns and Nagel sent 
to the islands the same government officials 
who again Milled yearling seals in violation 
of law, as was done in conjunction with the 
sealing company prior,“ according to the re- 
port. 

As to Dr. Jordan, the committee reports 
that he and his associates prepared a false 
report “to shield and conceal the truth as 
to the ruinous work of land killing by the 
lessees on the Pribilof islands.“ 


U. P. ACTION ON B. & O. UPHELD 


Equitable Life Assurance Society De- 
nied Injunction at New York on 
$80,000,000 Distribution. 


New York, April 2.—Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Greenbaum today denied the petition of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society for an 
injunction to restrain the Union Pacific rail- 
road company from distributing as a special 
dividend to holders of common stock, $80,- 
000,000 in cash, and stock of Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. 

The Equitable sued to restrain the railroad 
company on the ground that the holders of 
preferred stock in the Union Pacific were en- 
titled to shafe in the dividend or else have 
the $80,000,000 regarded as an asset and held 
by the road. 

The Baltimore and Ohio stock was ac- 
quired by the Union Pacific from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad in a deal whereby the 
Union Pacific released its Southern Pacific 
holdings as required by Supreme court de- 
cree dissolving the Harriman system. It is 
understood that the Equitable will appeal 
from today’s decision. 


REQUIEM FOR 70 CENT GAS. 


Sexton’s Opinion City Should Drop 
Suit Stirs Comment in Coun- 
cil Committee. 


Corporation Counsel Sexton's opinion that 
the city should drop its 70 cent gas suit was 
read to the council committee on gas, oil, and 
electric light yesterday.

The John V. Farwell company’s weekly 
review of the wholesale dry goode trade says: 

“Good reports from customers in various 
sections of the country on local crop condi- 
tions give a favorable aspect to wholesale 
dry goods and general merchandise business 
situation. 

Sales of wool dress goods for March show 
a large gain over the corresponding months 
since 1909. Orders being booked for fall 
promise increased business and indicate a 
strong demand for 54 inch fine wool serges, 
challies, granites, plaids, piece dyed fancies, 
and Scotch mixtures on account of the pres- 
ent popularity of balmaccan novelties. 
Roman stripes in shirtings promise to be a 
strong competitor of skirting plaids. 

Manufacturers are turning their efforts 


toward better grades of imported wash fab- 


rics, preparatory to a big season on cotton 
dress goods and skirtings. A strong demand 
has sprung up for heavy white ratines in 
children's white suits. 

As to the present and future situation in 
wool dress fabrics, it can be said that retail 
stocks are low and prices are at the lowest 
notch, with prospects of sharp advances in 
active lines. Comfortables are selling well 
for early fall delivery. Increased activity 
is being shown for umbrellas and raincoats.”
